plane “pancaked” after coming out oi 
a 1200-foot spin. 
Steiger was remov­ 
ed to St. M ary’s Infirmary, where X- 
rav photographs and a thorough ex­ 
am ination were made at once. Steig­ 
er suffered a severe shaking up and 
sustained a badly cut nose and othei 
facial scratches. 
H ubert Boyer and Leonard McMul- 
lin, who had flown to 
the 
St. Louis 
A ircraft Show th at morning, retu rn ­ 
ed to Cairo W ednesday evening and 
made an investigaiton of the crash 
Boyer reported th a t Steiger was not 
suffering from concussion of the brail 
as was first reported, and th a t it was 
the belief of doctors in the hospita 
th a t he would be released within 
a 


week. 
Steiger took off and climbed to the 
12(H) foot level. The ship then slid in­ 
to a spin and Steiger failed to right 
his craft and zoom away as he 
had 
done hundreds of times over Sikes- 
ton.

judge his distance.

been righted before the crash, but the

A rt Steiger, pilot for 
the 
Boyer 
A ircraft Corporation 
of

city, 
crashed with his Waco training ship 
at 
the 
Cairo 
Junior

tion of Commerce Field, about 11:80 
o’clock Wednesday morning when the 
plane “pancaked” after coming out oi 
a 1200-foot spin. Steiger was remov­ 
ed to St. Mary’s Infirmary, where X- 
ray photographs and a thorough ex­ 
amination were made at once. Steig­ 
er suffered a severe shaking up and 
sustained a badly cut nose and other 
facial scratches. 
Hubert Boyer and Leonard McMul- 
lin, who had flown to the St. Louis 
Aircraft Show that morning, return­ 
ed to Cairo Wednesday evening and 
made an investigaiton of the crash 
Boyer reported that Steiger was noi 
suffering from concussion of the brair 
as was first reported, and that it wa^ 
the belief of doctors in the hospita 
that he would be released within 
a 
week. 
Steiger took off and climbed to the 
1200 foot level. The ship then slid in­ 
to a spin and Steiger failed to right 
his craft and xoom away as he 
had 
done hundreds of times over Sikes- 
ton. 
“He was 
probably 
stunting” 
said Boyer, “and simply 
failed 
to 
judge his distance. 
The ship 
had 
been righted before the crash, but the 
pilot did not have room to level 
off 
after the prolonged spin.

over of sunflower 
seed 
from 
1929 
Some millers claim that the stock on 
hand is sufficient for 
two 
years to 
come, at least the stock on hand 
is 
sufficient to keep the price <»f a new 
crop 
down 
to 
practically 
nothing 
Farmers realize that sunflower seed 
are used for but one purpose; namely, 
in poultry feeds. 
The United States 
demand for seed for this purpose is 
in the neighborhood of 16 to 18 mill­ 
ion pounds per year . A half million 
pounds over this production or a car­ 
ry over means low prices. 
In 1929 
the situation was favorable and pro­ 
duction large with the result 
that 
the price broke rather badly. 
If the 
sunflower crop had been handled as 
a catch crop instead of a main crop 
as some attempted to make it, 
the 
production would not have been great 
enough to cause the break in price 
With the large carry over on hand 
it is advisable for farmers who have 
land that will grow corn or anything 
else to leave 
off 
a sunflower 
erop 
this year. 
Practically 
all 
of 
last 
year’s crop is in storage, both for­ 
eign and local buyers have been un­ 
able to dispose of them, and conse­ 
quently the new seed will 
have 
to 
compete 
with 
this 
surplus. 
This 
would mean a price not sufficient to 
cover cost of production, and it 
is 
better to await until the surplus 
is 
disposed of before producing 
them 
again.

and officials, and I have certainly done 
my part in trying to co-operate with 
the local police judge.
